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The police think this letter, written to a 
Pittsburg paper, may afford an authentic 
clew to the identity of the persons who 
shot and killed Albert A. Amison, a 8a- 
loon keeper, in front of his saloon at 2231 
Pine street in’ June, 1896. 

The letter is supposed to have been: writ- 
ten by an unidentified man, who committed 
suicide Christmas by cutting his throat 
with a razor at Pittsburg, and iheh 
jumping into the river.

The Prussian government was severely 
censured for its treatment of Poles, at a 
mass meeting in Stolle’s Hall, Thirteenth 
and Biddle streets, Sunday night. 

A. Boyanchok was president and Father 
Szczerbowski secretary of the meeting. 

Many Poles residing in St. Louls were 
present, and strong resolutions were adopt- 
(ed. The resolutions set forth that the Prus- 
stan government, through its officials, 
abuse the Poles at every opportunity ‘nm a 
harsh and brutal manner, by force compel- 
ling all Polish children to study and speak 
the German language under penalty of se- 
vere punishment, and  aeganed treaties. 

The Prussian cc urts, resolu irns state, 
have cruel.y and unjustly punished oo 
ents for defending their children when - 
tally béaten. A solemn and indignant KF 
test is entered against such acts, and it is 
resolved that they “ought not to be permit- 


ted by any eivilized nation to injure the op- 
pressed in this enlightenéd twentieth cen- 


tury.’ 
It is also resolved that the chidren and 


parents be advised to suffer the imprison- 


ment and fines imposed, “‘rather than to 
Aig: iim their own sacred fal'h and the 


traditions of their beloved country.’

ALL THE WORLD BUT 500,000 


This Is One of the Few Countries 
Which All or Part of the Lines

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—The announce- 
ment by the Railway Age that a larger 
addition has been made to the railway 
mileage of the United States in 1901 than 
in any preceding year since 1890 lends spe- 
clal interest to some figures just publishea 
by the treasury bureau of statistics re- 
garding the railways of the United States 
and of the world. According to these 
figures the steam railways of the United 
States now aggregate practicaily , 200,000 
miles, and those of the entire world nearly 
ww,000 miles. To be more accurate, it may 
be said that the figures of the bureau ot 
statistics show the number of miles of 
railway in operation in the United ptates 
at the end of 19/0 as 194,321, and adding the 
estimate of the Railway Age, 5,07, the 
construction for the year, 19vl, brings the 
grand total for the United Statea to 199,3/> 
miles. Tnis, it is unaerstood, does not 
imciude raiiways operatcd by. electricity? 
of which tne mileage, exclusive of street 
and suburban roaus, is now considerapie 
and rapidiy increasing, so that_it may 
safely be said that the railway nfiieage ol 
the United States, exclusive of roaas for 
evwtel auu Suvurvan service, 1s fully aw,uw 
miles.

Mayor Wells ought to exhaust all possible means of secur- 
ing money for public buildings before recommending a special 
election for a building tax. The taxpayers who bear the principal 
burden of taxation have voted heavy additional burdens upon 
their property for street and sewer improvements. The home- 
owners will bear a large part of this burden, as they will have 
to bear a large part.of the building tax, should one be levied. It 
is doubtful if they would support another tax levy in view of the 
great inequalities in taxation now existing. The home 4nd small 
property owners are bearing more than their share of taxation, 
and taxes should be equalized rather than increased. The street 
railways and other franchise corporations in St. Louis are bear- 
ing but a small proportion of their just share of taxation. The 
city needs new buildings, but the cost of all improvements should 
not®be placed upon those who do not dodge their taxes or work 
pulls to evade them. The dodgers should be made to pay a-just 
share of taxation. Interests that can wel! afiord to pay taxes, 
but are getting off lightly, should be taxed. 


A YEAR OF PREPARATION. 


For New St. Louis 1901 was a year of preparation and beginning. 

In public affairs a, most salutary improvement was effected at 
the election last April and the admin.stration of municipal busi- 
ness is for the.most part honest, capable and economical. 

The charter amendments adopted in October open the way to 
much needed improvements of streets and public buildings. 

It needs only energetic and intelligent pursuit of pubLe duty on 
the part of officials to insure the city good streets, a good sewer- 
age system, public buildings that shail be a credit, not a dis 
grace, to the city, and a general toning up of municipal affairs 
which shall enable St. Louis to bear the labors of the World’s 
Fair with success and honor. 

The more thorough collection of taxes is matter of special con- 
gratulation. it is due to the business-like methods adopted by the 
present administration which should be still further extended. 

If the taxes are properly and promptly collected the means may 
be obtained for the erection of new public buildings and recon- 
struction of. old ones without putting additional burdens of taxa- 
tion upon home owners. Equalization is the crying need in St. 
Louls to the end that property which now escapes with little 
better than nominal taxation may be made to bear its share of 
the burden. 

Altogether the future is full of hope. With an efficient admin- 
istration the beginnings of 1901 can be pushed to completion in 
1902 and the city made fully ready for the World’s Fair. 
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The report that Crane is to eventually become Secretary of the 
Navy seems likely to be true. Any man with a short name may 
be called to the Cabinet this year. Isn't that a fact, Mr. Payne?

When the case was called to the attention of 
Judge Wislizenus he liberated Devine and warned the other men. 
The judge held that the plumber should have departed imme- 
diately after being requested. ‘“‘By remaining,’ he said, “you 
were invading the privacy of a home. No plumber has a right to 
do this, not even when sent by the owner of the premises or by 
order of the sanitary department.” 

Who is this limb of the law, who dares thus defy the high and 
mighty leadpipe Cresus? Let us rise up and honor him for pro- 
tecting us against the magnate who charges us $4.75 for showing 
us where the wattr pipe is bursted, which we already knew. Let 
us build a triumphal arch to thfs great jurist, who has conquered 
this Alexander and made him amenable to human laws.
